"These Unbeautiful Big Pieces” 
“And where

these?” demanded the young bride, 
a little overwhelmed by the array 
of mechanical equipment in 
her 
new flat 
The business-like young 
husband had suggested the 
rule, 
when they fared forth 
on 
their 
shopping expeditions, 
that 
since 
she would have to keep house with­ 
out a maid, it was up to him to 
provide the best labor-saving equip­ 
ment available. His office was run 
like that, and his home was going 
to have as modern equipment as his 
business. 
It sounds comparable, but, actu­ 
ally, there's 
a 
wide 
difference. 
Among other facts is this—that the 
office keeps exposed all 
its 
ma­ 
chinery, and the home cannot. The 
business office may be neat and 
good-looking enough with all its 
typewriters, files, adding machines, 
in full view. But in the home ma­ 
chinery must be concealed. A home 
is supposed to be kept neat 
and 
to.maculate by invisible 
agencies. 
can’t leave the evidence about 
W". full view 
Machines for clean- 
¡V. sweeping, ironing and so on. 
must be kept out of sight. 
Many 
feel that other useful objects in the 
average home—a telephone, a type­ 
writer. should be camouflaged 
in 
some way. and even sources of mus­ 
ic, like the radio and the phono­ 
graph, should be 
heard but 
not 
seen. 
Wherefore, in making purchases 
of such pieces, size is a factor to 
consider, as well as ether values. 
Will there be room enough in closet 
or cupboard, to accommodate 
so 
large a piece? Or would it not be 
more expedient to get something 
smaller, regardless of slight qual­ 
ity differences? 
Also, can some changes be made 
in the house to take care cf spe­ 
cial large pieces?
